1. Read Genesis 1:1. This verse has been called the most subversive verse in the over the surface of the waters. 


Bible. What comes to your mind when you hear the word “subversive?” In what 
ways might this verse disrupt or undercut the ideas or values of people today? 
What does this verse say imply about authority? 


2. Verse 1 famously begins, “In the beginning God....” Did God come into 
existence at a certain point in time, or has God always existed even at the 
beginning of time? Does this phrase answer all of our questions about 
creation? Why is it okay for questions to remain unanswered? 


3. Verse 1 says that “God created the heavens and the earth.” Is there anything 
that exists which was not created by God? Even if humans make something of 
their own will and knowledge, do we create the materials for that product out of 
nothing, or do we use what God has already given us? What does this verse 
say about our dependence on God? 


4. Read Genesis 1:2. What words are used to describe the earth at that time? 
Was God finished with his creation, or did he have more to do? Read John 1:1- 
3. What does the presence of Jesus (the “Word”) and the Holy Spirit (“the Spirit 
of God” in Gen. 1:2) say about creation?
